London, Feb. 3.— The House of Com- 
mons to-day discussed, on motion of Mr. 
Ferdinand F. Begg, Conservative mem- 
ber for St. Eollox division of Glasgow, 
eeconded by Mr, L. A. Atherley-Jones, 
Liberal member for the north-west div- 
ision of Durham, the second reading of a 
bill extending the parliamentary fran- 
chise to women. The debute was eon- 
ducted in a jocular spirit. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, Radical mem- 
ber for Northampton, and Sir William 
Vernon Hareourt, the Liberal leader in 
the House of Commons, were the princi- 
pal opponents of the measure. The hit- 
ter puintedout that there 1,200,000 more 
women than men in Groat Britain, and 
added that the ultimate result of the 
adoption of the principle would be a 
fundamental change in the parliamen- 
tary constitution, and such a result 
ought to be introduced on responsi- 
bility of responsible government. 

Mr. Charles W. Radcliff Cook, Con- 
servative member for Hereford, referred 
to the repeal of Woman's Suffrage in 
Wyoming and Washington. He said 
that only the most remote and unimpor- 
tant districts of the United States bad 
given votes to women. The voting up- 
on the bill was of a mixed character, the 
minority opposing the measure, includ- 
ing Mr. Geo. N. Curzon, parliamentary 
secretary for the foreign office ; Mr, Jos. 
F, ChamberTain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, and other members of the 
government. 

Mr. Thomas G. Bowles, Conservative 
member for Lynn Begis, moved in the 
house of commons to-day that a copy of 
the arbitration treaty arrived at between 
Great Britain and the United States be 
laid on the table, meaning, in British 
parliamentary language, that a full text 
of the document be placed before the 
house. The motion was adopted. 

The Spanish cabinet has finally agreed 
upon a scheme for Cuban reforms which 
will be submitted to the Queen Regent 
for her signature to-morrow. The text 
will probably be gazetted on Saturday. 
The data upon which the reforms will be 
carried into ed'ect will depend upon the 
progress of military operations in Cuba. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Ber- 
lin gives details concerning the proposed 
return visit of Emperor William to the 
Czar. 

What is called a Christian theatre is 
soon to be opened at Paris for the pur- 
pose of producing highly artistic, liter- 
ary and moral plays which it is an- 
nounced " Catholics may attend without 
having their faith insulted." 



A BROADWAY SENSATION. 

Fall of n Colored Man From the Seventh 
Floor of a Building. 

New Yobk, Feb. 3. — James A.Bonner, 
a negro, employed by a window cleaning 
company, fell from the window ledge of 
the seventh floor of a building at the 
corner of Broadway and Bleeker street 
to-day. Bonner and another colored 
man were at work on the windows of the 
floor designated. Bonner had just com- 
pleted polishing the outside of the win- 
dow and Bhouted to his co- 
worker to rniso ' the sash and at 
the same time leaned over to 
assist in the operation. At that moment 
his feet slipped and with a shriek he 
fell. Hundreds of pedestrians who were 
passing were horritied to see the body 
coming down through the air, turning 
over and 'over in its descent. Some one 
who had retained his presence of mind 
shouted to the pedestrians under- 
neath to get out of the way. 
Most of them put their hands over their 
heads and scampered off, but two of 
them, Salvator Lazello and Phillip 
Scham, evidently overcome by horror, 
remained gazing upwards. The heel of 
Bonner's shoe struck Lazello on the 
head, knocking him senseless, the blood 
ashing from an ugly wound in his fore- 
head. He was hurled against Scham, 
who had been putting in some glass 
pavement and was in a kneeling posi- 
tion. He too was knocked senseless. 
Bonner's skull was crushed and death 
was instantaneous. He fell a distance 
of 150 feet.

A Splendid Showing— At the Snow Shoe- 
Nelson's Customs Returns.

Stoned. 

London, Feb. 3. — A Madrid dispatch 
to the Stand.ird tells of the manner in 
which the strikes and bread riots in 
Madrid and Arenvz were quieted by the 
militia. According to these accounts 
the oflicers promised to examine into the 
these popular grievances. During the 
riot, the correspondent says, the mob 
succeeded in destroying all the Octroi 
posts. The mayor and municipal officers 
were stoned and compelled to seek a 
hurried refuge in the town hall. The 
police were verv forebearing, largely on 
account of the presence among the riot- 
ers of many women and children. 

MINING BROKERS IN COURT. 

Solicitor General Fitzpatrick's Mission to 
Rome Condemned by Toronto 
Orangemen. 

Toronto, Feb. 3.— (Special) — Scores of 
mining brokers appeared in the police 
court thiamorningcharged with misrepre- 
senting the amount of the capital invested 
in companies with which they are con- 
nected. The prosecution asked another 
adjournment, but as this had been 
several times asked before, the magis- 
trate refused and the cases were all dis- 
missed. 

The County Orange lodge passed a 
resolution last night condemning the 
alleged mission of Solicitor-General 
Fitsspatrick to Rome to submit the Mani- 
toba school settlement to the Pope, inas- 
much as tho Pope has no jurisdiction in 
any part of the British Empire.

Gold Commissioner John Brown, of 
Barkerville, who has been so long 
idcntilied with the administration of the 
mining laws in Cariboo as to seem 
almost part of the famous old district 
himself, is spending a ten days' vacation 
in Victoria, where he has many, many 
friends. He has now been a resident of 
Cariboo for thirty-five years, of which 
have been spent in the service of tho 
government, and from this extensive 
experience he is qualified to speak with 
authority of the progress of the country 
that has so long been his home. 

" Cariboo," he said last evening, " is 
to-day in a more flourishing condition 
than it ever was before, as regards min- 
ing development. On my way out from 
Barkerville I passed no fewer than fifty 
teams bopnd inward with hydraulic 
piping, other mining apparatus and sup- 
plies. The journey is made from Ash- 
croft, our nearest railway point, by 
sledge at this season of the year, in four 
days. The snow at Barkerville is at 
present a foot and a half - deep, this hav- 
ing been one of the mildest winters we 
have ever experienced; on my journey 
out the snowline wes. passed at a point 
about 25 miles north of Ashcroft. 

If half the mining concerns are 
opened in the district that it is claimed 
will be during the coming year, there 
will not be enough men in the country 
to do the work — in fact good workers in 
quartz are now in strong demand. Many 
foreign companies are opening extensive 
hydraulic claims on various streams, 
and the Cariboo Goldfields Co. is now 
taking in 000,000 pounds of piping to a 
point near Barkerville. The work of de- 
veloping the quartz mines of the district, 
long neglected for the quicker-profit 
placers, is at last being taken in hand 
on a scale appropriate to the importance 
of the industry, the capital available 
being amply sufficient, and the man in 
charge of the various projects being ex- 
perienced as well with abundant meiuiB. 
Ttie quartz is mostly of a refractory na- 
ture, although some of it is free milling. 

" Of the present works in progress, 
the Goldfields Company are making 
gcoi progress in continuingtheirtunnel. 
Mr. Laird, on Willow river, after run- 
ning a tunnel in GOO feet on the river 
level to the bedrock, has sunk into the 
bedrock 110 feet aud is now running 
back to tap the chief channel, the depth 
of which has been ascertained fiom the 
boring machines; he is now half way 
back and expects to get in this month. 
The Slough creek company are also per- 
severing with their work, but owing to 
slum, boulders and wet have found it 
very difficult. The South "Wales com- 
pany, on Lightning creek, are working 
steadily and taking out very good pay. 

In quartz, they are working two shifts, 
on Valley Mountain, on tho Island 
Mountain quartz mining property; the 
B'nekJack is also running night and 
day shifts, and so also are the Consoli- 
dated Empire Co., while the Cariboo 
Reefs Development Co. have let a con- 
tract, the holders of which are hard at 
work running a tunnel into Richfield 
mountain. The Wintrip Co., on Stout's 
gulch, are sinking a winze, and it is un- 
derstood the B.C. Milling and Mining 
Co. will shortly start to bail out their 
and resume operations, 

" On the whole, the season has been 
fairly productive, although, owing to the 
shortage of water in the fall, many of 
the claims were unable to make the 
usual clean-up, Some succeeded par- 
tially ; hut there were others that were 
not able to wash out a dollar. 

" The famous wagon road into Cari- 
boo, although gravelled its entire length 
of 300 miles, and undoubtedly the best 
highway in the province, ib not a suffi- 
ciently modern avenue of communica- 
tion to enable the development of the 
Cariboo country to progress as it should. 
We need a railway, and wo need it at 
once. Rail outlet is the great necessity 
of the district. 1 understand applica- 
tion has been made to the legislature 
for a franchise for a road into Cariboo, 
audit will pay if it is constructed. The 
C.P.R. made extensions south of its lino 
into tho Kootenay country with not near- 
ly the inducements for traffic that Cari- 
boo offered, presumably to bend off the 
N. P. R., but it seems to have no appre- 
hension of a competing line going north 
of its line. 1 know of no reason why the 
American lines could not push across 
the border and up to Barkerville. There 
is an excellent northern outlet from the 
Cariboo district through Yellowhead 
pasB, which is the best, in the entire 
Rockies— I crossed it with a party of 
pioneers when bound to Cariboo in '62 
and can speak of it from personal ex- 
perience. 

" I expect to see some very rich ledges 
uncovered in Cariboo within the next 
twelvemonth; the development of tho 
quartz properties has not progressed suf- 
ficiently as yet to disclose the true na- 
ture of the ledges. The surfaces of the 
leads are uncertain in their nature, ow- 
ing to the shifting of the upper strata in 
primitive ages. They will, according to 
Dr. G. M. Dawson, be found more regu- 
lar ub depth increases. The matter of 
reduction of the ores can now bo carried 
on to some extent in Barkerville, where 
tho government formerly erected a chlor- 
ination plant, for test, purposes, to which 
a recent addition of a cyanide plant has 
been made, it bavins! been demonstrated 
that the cyanide process works perfectly 
on Cariboo ores. 

" Although fifty or sixty million dol- 
lars' worth of gold b.arj been taken from 
the Cariboo placers, it is geuerally re- 
garded bb but a mere fractional part of 
what, remains to be uncovered. Williams

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Evidences of Guilt Found Among 
the Effects of the Australian 
Murderer. 



An Insignificant Creature Who Has 
No Nerves, No Morals and 
No Mercy. 



San Francisco, Feb. 3.— Fra.nk But- 
ler, the Australian murderer, who was 
arrcBted on board the Swanhilda yeBter- 
day, talked freely last night but deelin 
ed to give his true name, admitting, 
however, that he was not Captain Lee 
Weller, whoae name he used to get a 
berth on the Swanhilda, and whom he is 
supposed to have murdered. Butler 
Baid he was in San FrauciBeo four years 
ago and stayed here four months. He 
came here from Australia and worked in 
a maehino shop. Tiring of the work he 
shipped for Australia, reaching there, 
according to his own reckoning in the 
early part of 1802. He remained in the 
vicinity of Sydney IS months, then re 
turned to England. After two months 
he again sailed for Australia. He ad- 
mits inserting advertisements for part- 
ners in mining prospecting, using the 
name of liar wood. 

Several persons answered these ad- 
vertisements and accompanied him on 
prospecting trips. He explained his 
possession of Weller's jewelry and other 
effects by saying that Weller, himself 
and a third person went out together. 
Weller and the other man left Butler in 
camp one day, and the unnamed party 
returned alone, saying Weller had ac- 
cidentally Bhot himself. Butler and 
this man then divided Weller's effects 
between them, according to custom 
among Australian prospectors. Butler 
says ho shipped under the name of 
Weller, as the Captain's papers gave 
him an advantage in securing such em- 
ployment. He said the story that lie 
had married a woman here was all rub- 
bish. _ * 

Butler appears' undisturbed by his 
position, and sits unconcernedly facing 
his questioners with contemptuous 
glance. He affects to be rather amused 
tban otherwise at his predicament. He 
.is helow medium heightand is decidedly 
insignificant in appearance. He has a 
malevolent expression, but hardly looks 
liko a confirmed criminal. He is ap- 
parently about twenty-seven years old. 
When ids baggage was brought ashore 
any quantity of incriminating evidence 
against him was found carefully 
packed in with his own belong- 
ings. A photo of Mrs. Weller, a 
pair of bluchers on which were 
stamped Weller's name; two watches, a 
Bpectaele case and a watch chain with a 
locket, all bearing Lee Weller's name or 
monogram: a number of books, on the 
fly leaves of which were the names of 
Weller and his wife, and many other 
articles are considered by detectives as 
positively connecting him with the mur- 
der of the sea captain and prospector. 
The detectives ate very positive as to 
the identity of their prisoner and scoff at 
any possibility of mistake. 

When the Monowai sails for Australia 
on Friday she will not take Butler and 
the Australian detectives. The prison- 
er's presence is required before U.S. 
Commissioner Heacock next Monday, 
and if Butler makes a technical defence 
to his extradition, as he says he will do. 
he may remain in San Francisco for sev- 
eral weekp. When he was taken before 
the commissioner he said his true name 
was Lee Weller, and after Constable Con- 
roy, of the Australian police force, had 
identified him as Butler, the alleged 
murderer, the prisoner's attorneys asked 
for a continuance lor ten days, in or^er 
to prepare a defence. Next Monday was 
Bet by the commissioner. 

Butler maintains his policy of reti- 
cence and absolutely refuses to discuss 
his past, except for momentary lapses, 
when a shrewd question throws him 
temporarily off his guard. Butler is dis- 
playing much cunning, but it is rather 
of a low order. He refuses to even look 
at a reporter, unless the newspaper man 
keeps him supplied with ciirars, which 
he smokes incessantly. When thus 
bribed, he will listen to questions, but 
will return no replies. 

A physiognomist who saw Butler gave 
his opinion of the prisoner as follows: 

"Commonplace, vulgar, cowardly, 
sensual in every way, and cunning, all 
in decrees not eudicient to mark him 
greatly above or below his fellow-man. 
These characteristics are stamped in 
Butler's face with unmistakable plain- 
ness, as they are in the (aces of thous- 
ands of others who will go through life 
and never do their neighbor any grievous 
wrong. 

" The evidence of Butler's abnormal- 
ity lies almost entirely in his ears — clear- 
ly those of a degenerate. They start 
well enough, but 'run into the 
head at the bottom in a way 
which, according to the books, 
indicate cunning, craft and treach- 
ery. They end in malformed lobes, 
which are as unclassified as the man's 
crimes. There is probably not another 
pair of ears like bis on earth, as there is 
probably no Other such criminal. He 
has indicated plenty of cunning, which, 
in a man of larger brain power, would 
be formidable, but in Butler it is cheap 
and of a low order. He is clearly de- 
generate, and therefore void of moral 
sense, and consequently of a proper ap- 
preciation of his crimes and his situa- 
tion. He has more than the average 
amount of cowardice in his make-up, and 
probably killed his victims while they 
slept. 

"To those who boarded the ship 
armed for an encounter with a desperate, 
blood-drinking outlaw, the meek little 
man must have come as a painful dis- 
appointment. He merely has no nerves, 
no superstitions, no morals, no mercy, 
and not much intellect. He has a strong 
Bense of humor, and would fret more 
over beinc deprived of his tobacco than 
he would over hanging." 



THE FAMINE FUND. 

Canada's Governor-Generp' Confident That 
British Columbians Will Do All 
That Can Be Done. 

The local fund for the relief of the 
famine sufferers in distant India lias al- 
ready reached the creditable total of 
$458.50, and there is every indication 
that the people of Victoria at least will", 
as Lord Aberdeen has said they would, 
" do all that can be done " for the succor 
of the alllicted ones. In reference to the 
general Canadian fund for the famine 
sufferers, His Excellency expressed him- 
self as follows in a noto to Lieutenant- 
Governor Dewdney which His Honor re- 
ceived yesterday: 

Government House, 

Ottawa, January 27, 1807. 

My Dear Libdtknaht-Qovkbbob : — Your 
Honor's, prompt and hearty response toiny 
telegranr was much appreciated. I now 
beg to enclose a telegram which I re- 
ceived yesterday from tlie Chief Justice of 
Bengal, chairman of the " All Nations Re- 
lief Fund" at Calcutta. In replying to 
this message I have stated that a move- 
ment in the desired direction lias already 
been started throughout the Dominion, and 
that I am hopeful of the result. I have 
also telegraphed to the Viceroy of India. 

1 shall feel great ly obliged il Your Honor 
will kindly inform me as to any steps that 
may be taken in your province in reference 
to this most urgent and grand work of 
charity. 

I am well aware that in some respects the 
time is not favorable for financial benevo- 
lence, and that claims are numerous: but 1 
feel confident that the people of British 
Columbia will not he backward in doing 
what can he done. Especially 1 hope that 
it will be recognized that while large dona- 
tions have their peculiar value, no contri- 
bution;!, if it be only 50 cents, or even 25 
cents, is too small to be offered. And in 
one sense, a sum contributed by, for in- 
stance, twenty different persons, is of more 
value than if the same sum were given in 
one direction, because indicating a wider 
area of sympathy. 

Your Honor will very likely have con- 
sidered and consulted with your ministers 
as to the steps which should be taken, and 
therefore I need not perhaps o'l'er any sug- 
gestion beyond remarking that probably a 
circular letter might with advantage be 
sent by you to mayors of cities, to chairmen 
of county councils, etc., bringing the ur- 
gency of the appeal before them and invit- 
ing their co-operation. 

Of course the effective aid of the churches 
which may confidently be looked for, will 
be of the utmost importance; and it may 
also he thought advisable that meetings be 
convened at all the chief centres, where 
accurate information could be given as to 
the causes ami extent of the grievous dis- 
aster which has overtaken our fellow-sub- 
jects in India, which we cannot forget, may 
have bad indirectly, the result of, in a 
sense, ministering to the prosperity of 
Canada. 

I have only to add that all the principal 
banks of Canada, to whom 1 made a special 
application lor their co-operation and as- 
sistance, have responded in a most hearty 
and public-spirited manner.

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IS IT THE " AMATEUR?" 

Speculation Rife as to What Vessel Has

Although inspected by many yester- 
day the identity of the board bearing 
the name " Victoria," which was picked 
up among the wreckage at Beecher bay 
on Tuesday morning, is still an object of 
speculation. It ia now in the customs 
house and may be there for weeks, per- 
haps years, before the story of its con 
nection or separation from the vessel to 
which it belonged is known. Tbo theory 
that it belongs to tho schooner Amateur 
will, of course, be strengthened or de- 
stroyed before very loim, as that vessel, 
if afloat, is bound to report before many 
weeks elapse. It was on the 21st of last 
month that the Bchooner cleared for her 
hunting cruise along the West Coast. 
She sailed soon afterwards in command 
of her owner, Charlie Jipson, carrying a 
crew of sixteen Indians.

MEETING AT Mil: 



Mr. Hull', M. F. P., Calls Together 
His Constituents and Discusses 
Matters With Them. 



What the Miners Want— Schedule of 
ltequirements Prepared for 
Presentation. 



A large and highly representative turn- 
out greeted G. A. Huff, M.P.P., for the 
Cowichan-Alberni district on the occa- 
sion of the public meeting held in Alber- 
ni last week. The new hall was taxed 
to its utmost capacity to accommodate 
the number present and the remarks of 
Mr. Huff and a number of other speak- 
ers were listened to with great attention. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick was chosen as chairman 
and Mr. L. Bayne acted as secrotary. 

Mr. Huff opened the meeting by stat- 
ing that ho had been called for several 
reasons. In the first place, he thought 
it a fitting occasion to render to those 
whom he had been chosen to represent 
an account of his proceedings up to date. 
He believed that when his actions and 
the motives which prompted them were 
understood by those preaent, he would 
be credited with at least using every en- 
deavor to further the best interests of 
this section. In some cases, where a 
short-sighted policy would have dictated 
one course, he hoped to be able to show 
that by looking ahead he had chosen a 
course calculated to ultimately result in 
the greater good. 

Another great reason for the calling of 
the meeting was the fact that just now 
on the eve of a session he desired to 
learn as far hb possible the feelings and 
desires of those whom ho represented. 
He honed that those present would 
freely state anything that to their minds 
would be calculated to advance the in- 
terests of the district. From this and 
the discussion which it would call forth 
ho would be able to gather a good idea 
of the needs of the community, and his 
hands would be materially strengthened 
when he came to the lloor of the house. 

To these reasons for the meeting a 
third was to be added. He had been 
asked to use his influence in the bouse 
in favor of a charter for the building of a 
railroad from the mines o^ Alberni to 
Nanaimo city. Mr. Haslam, one of the 
promoters of the scheme, had promised 
to attend tho meeting and explain tho 
affair in detail. Unfortunately Mr. Has- 
lam was not present, and the data at 
hand regarding the proposed lino were 
very meagre. He only knew that those 
who were applying for the charter had 
no intention to build the road them- 
selves. They claimed, however, to be 
backed by nuiple capital. Speaker was 
very sorry some representative of the 
scheme was not present to threw some 
light on the matter. 

Mr. Huff concluded by asking for the 
opinion of those present. 

Hr. Halfpenny started the ball to 
rolling by moving " that it was the opin- 
ion of those present that the government 
should build all railroads." After an 
animated discussion'this passed. 

Mr. Law followed, moving that 
" owing to lack of information it is pre- 
mature to talk at this meeting about the 
Nanaimo-Alberni railroad. This meet- 
ing instructs their member, Mr. Huff, 
to withhold his support until more satis- 
factory information iB Becured." This- 
was carried after considerable discus- 
sion, during which it was made plain 
that there was no spirit of opposition to 
the road, but a determination to await 
more definite explanations of the plans 
of the promoters. 

.1. F. Bledsoe, in addressing tho meet- 
ing, pointed out that while the present 
regulations require a prospector to fulfil 
all the ordinary requirements in order to 
hold a claim within the railway belt, 
they at the same time had no title to 
pass to the miner. After all the require- 
ments necessary to secure a crown grant 
had been followed the surface rights and 
base metals had to be again purchased 
from the owners of the grant. In his 
opinion some distinction should be 
made regarding properties in the 
bulk. It was yet a problem as to 
what will bo done regarding 
claims which carry about equal value in 
precious and base metals. As the gov- 
ernment was receiving all the usual fees 
it should arrange for a definite settle- 
ment of these things so that a propector 
might know exactly upon what basis he 
would be compelled to work. 

Mr. Hull' promised to give this matter 
his earnest attention and try to have 
some better understanding between the 
railway company. 

A schedule of tho work registered in 
the district during the coming season 
was arranged and a unanimous vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr, Huff for thus 
showing his readiness to do all in his 
power to meet the wishes of bis consti- 
tuents.

Vancouver, Feb. 3.— John Crean left

The third annual poultry flhow, which 
will bo held in the market shed on Tues 
day to Friday inclusive of next week, 
promises to be the most successful show 
ever held here. It is expected that thero 
will bo between '100 and 500 fowls and 
abrut 250 dogB. Dog Day will be 
Wednesday. The entries will close on 
Friday evening, the 5th inst 

Mr. J. M. McKinnon, president of the 
Golden Cache Company, has bought one 
of the best Mocks in the city at the cor 
ner of Granville and Hastings streets. 
He will build on it a big business block 
which is to be called the Golden Cache 
block, in commemoration of the owner's 
successful venture in that now famous 
mine. 

Messrs. Chas. Boeckh <fc Son, brush 
and broom manufacturers, Toronto, hav 
opened a branch office in Vancouver. 

On Thursday night the local companies 
of the Fifth Kegiment will entertain the 
marines and bluejackotB of H.M.S. Im- 
perieuse and Wild Swan. The enter- 
tainment will take the shape of a smok- 
ing concert. 

Four assays have been made of the 
rock of the Athabasca mine at Nelson at 
a depth of 100 feet, and it obtains that 
the same rich quality of free milling ore 
still exists. The assay certificates read 
$195.50; $207: $357.40 and $382.50 per 
ton, almost ah gold. A letter received 
to-day from the manager states that the 
ledge in the tunnel is now over two feet 
wide. 

The Albion company, who have many 
silver claims on Bowen Island, are await- 
ing the arrival of ore bags from Austra- 
lia to ship ore to the Taeoma smelter.

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Feb. 3. — Considerable 
surprise has been caused amongst the 
niemhersof the Church of England in 
this diocese by the news that the Eng- 
lish committee bad resigned. In for- 
warding their resignations to I lis Lord- 
ship Bishop Dart, the committee give 
the following reasons for their action : 
'•(]) Beiore leaving England, Your 
Lordship gave ua most distinctly to un- 
derstand that the work of the diocese 
would be c. inducted on the same lines 
as iu the past. In this we 
have been disappointed. (2) 
The transfer to Your Lordship's 
own stipend of the grant made by the 
S. P. G. for many years to the Indian 
mission, is a step which, even as a tem- 
porary expedient, we cannot conscien- 
tiously approve. Thus, on two im- 
portant matters of principle, we find 
ourselves in direct disagreement with 
Your Lordship. We need hardly say 
that wo take this step with the greatest 
regret, and wish to express our deep 
sorrow at feeling thus compelled to 
sever our connection with a work with 
which we have so long been associated." 

Dr. A. E. Bodington, a son of Dr. Hod- 
ington,ofthe asylum in this city, has 
been appointed medical health officer on 
board the Empress of China. He left 
Vancouver with her on her outward trip 
on Monday. Dr. Bodington has been 
medical officer on board one of the Allan 
line boats for several years. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 3. — A proposal is on 
foot to form a battery of artillery, and it 
has been very well received. 

The annual meeting of the Nanaimo 
Kiflo Association was held in the office of 
Mr. George E. T. Pittendrigb last night. 

P. L. Simpson has returned by the 
Alberni stage from a month's prospec- 
ting trip to the West Coast. He and a 
fellow prospector worked their way up 
from Victoria along the coast, prospec- 
ting as they went and meeting with very 
encouraging success. On reaching Al- 
berni last week, after having staked a 
number of claims at different points, 
they decided that the weather was too 
trying to continue the trip. Mr. Simp- 
son expresses the opinion that the min- 
ing prospects of the West Coast are ex- 
cellent, and will develop largely in the 
next few months. 

It is reported that the Duke of York 
nvdraulic mine had its first big clean-up 
on Sunday, and the result was eminently 
satisfactory, a large return of gold being 
obtained. 

A nnmber of important strikes have 
been made down the Alberni canal, out- 
side of the railway belt. These consist 
chiefly of copper oreB, carrying a fair 
value in gold, and a \vorking per cent, of 
copper. Some of the most valuable of 
these havo passed into hands from 
which some heavy development work 
may be expected in the spring. The 
Duke of York hydraulic claim is rapidly 
getting into line working shape, and in a 
few days the machine will bo set on a 
bank of high grade gravel. The large 
amount of dead work to this end is now 
about finished. The Quadra group is 
being developed by a tunnel which is in 
about 20 inches of good sound quartz. 
The Alberni. Consolidated is again going 
in full biast, and the mill is working on 
the rich quartz. Rumor has it that the 
Star of the Went claim ia about to bo 
sold to a strong Scotch company. Pros- 



bring glowing accounts of the richness 
of the northwest coast of the island. 

Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes, M.P., has left 
for Ottawa, Mr. Mclnnes wilt not re- 
turn to this province until after the ses- 
sion of the Dominion parliament, which 
he fears will be a protracted one.

Duncan, Feb. 2.— A special meeting 
of the Cowichan Agricultural Society 
was held on Monday at the Agricultural 
hall, Mr. Kobert MuBgrave, vice-presi- 
dent, occupying the chair, and about 
forty members being present. A unani 
mous resolution was passed changing 
the name of the society from " The Cow- 
ichan and Salt Spring Island Agricultur- 
al Society " to " The Cowichan Agricul- 
tural Society," and resolutions were car- 
ried unanimously "that the government 
appropriation be apportioned amongst 
the agricultural societies according to 
theamouht of members' fees and income 
of each society "; and " that the regula- 
tions of the board of horticulture he en- 
forced," and for the formation of a fruit 
growers' and shippers association. Mr. 
T. G. Earl, of Lytton, Mr. E. Hutcher- 
son and Mr. R. M. Palmer, who were 
most heartily welcomed by the meeting, 
gave addresses on fruit growing, co-op- 
erative fruit shipping, and spraying, and 
the first named gentleman's remarks on 
the success of B. C. fruit at the autumn 
show at Spokane was highly apprecia- 
ted, as were also hiB comments on the 
tariff question.

FARMERS AND THE 

HOME MARKET, 



The farmers ot the Coast are not at 
present supplying the Coast cities with 
those articles winch can be produced on 
British Columbia farms as cheaply and 
as good as anywhere in the world. The 
steamer from San Francisco, which ar 
rived on Sunday, carried many crates of 
cabbages for this market. Surely it 
ought not to be necessary to send a 
thousand miles away for cabbages at 
any season of tho year. How many 
bushels of California potatoes are used 
hero every year? The number is very 
large, yet surely this province can grow 
us good potatoes and as many in a bill 
us any place in the world. Hundreds of 
sheep come in from across the border, 
tons of butter and cheese are brought 
from Ontario, yet we advertise to 
the world that we have the 
finest pasturage in North America. 
U'e pride ourselves upon our fruit, and 
-•et send out of the province for thou- 
sands of barrels of apples. Why are 
thea^ things so? It seems to us that 
this question is of greater moment to the 
farmers of this province than almost any 
other thatean be suggested. What istbe 
reason why our own farmers do not sup- 
ply the home market, and what guaran- 
tee can be given them that anything the 
legislature may do to open new market! 
to them will ■enable them to hold those 
markets against the competitors whom 
tlipy have to meet now? 

These are practical, business ques- 
tions and they admit of a business 
answer. It is folly to attempt to 
avoid them. The farmers have to 
lace them every year, and they 
will have to face them when it 
runes to competing for the sup- 
i.ly c,i the larger markets to be afforded 
by the mining sections and by the con- 
struction of railways, which we are like- 
ly to see soon begun in this province. 
The question is not one with wtiich the 
farmers alone are concerned. It touches 
every department of business. Our im- 
ports of farm produce are not offset by 
ecports of any kind; that is to' say, there 
is nothing which we sell out of the pro- 
vince because we buy farm produce out 
of the province. There would be just as 
large a sale abroad for the produce of our 
mines, our forests and our fisheries if we 
never bought a pound of foreign farm 
produce. 1 (ence, the money sent away 
fur such produce is just so 
much lost to general domestic business, 
It appears, therefore, to be the urgent 
duty of the mercantile commun- 
ity to examine into ttiis matter and see 
where the fault lies and how it can be 
remedied. The farmers are in a meas- 
ure handicapped by want of capital and 
lack of co-operation. They appreciate 
the desirability of fully supplying the 
home market, hut hardly know how to 
go to work to do it. The question seems 
to us to be one calling for the exercise of 
the best judgment of producers, dealers 
and consumers, and probably for united 
action on the part of all three. The 
Hoard of Trade might well take the lead 
in tiiis matter. 



in the treasury to meet them. In some 
caEes the amount estimated was not all 
expended. But the bulk of tho expendi- 
ture in excess of the current revenue in 
the year ending JuiieoOth, 1S95, was by 
virtue of statutes passed by the legisla- 
ture and in connection with the last pro- 
vincial loan. All this was fully explained 
last year, and we perhaps owe an apology 
to readers of the Colonist for referring 
to it. But the facts B0 completely ex- 
pose the policy of the Columbian that 
they are worth the reference. That 
policy is to seek to create the impres- 
sion that the expenditures of the 
province from year to year are 
not controlled either in law 
or in fact by the estimates submitted to 
the legislature, ft is dishonest in the 
Columbian to pretend to believe what it 
seeks to mislead its readers into accept- 
ing as the truth. It offers the Colonist 
what it culls the dilemma of choosing 
between admitting that the estimates 
were not intelligently framed or that the 
government ignored the principles of 
responsible government. We are not 
driven to make any such choice, for the 
estimates were intelligently framed and 
the principles of responsible government 
were respected, but under the facts as 
they appear upon the records of the leg- 
islature we have a right to ask our con- 
temporary whether it prefers to be con- 
sidered ignorant or malicious. Of course 
it is'possible that it may be both

WHICH IS IT . 



The Columbian has opened another 
package of the ammunition against the 
local government, " not of the sort that 
kills." This is a worm-eaten job lot at 
which the opposition hammered last 
session in a vain attempt to create an 
explosion. The revenue for the year 
ending June 30,1805, was $300,000 less 
than the expenditure, says our contem- 
porary, and it wants to know what un- 
der these circumstances has become of 
t tie principles of responsible govern- 
ment. They are doing business at the 
old Btand, neighbor, and you ought to 
know it, if you do not. The whole ques- 
tion of over-expenditure was fully gone 
into by the house last year, when Hon. 
Mr. Turner shewed how it was made and 
the authority for making it. In the case of 
a few items the outlay exceeded the esti- 
mate, as may happen in any case. No 
government can estimate in advance 
how much it is going to cost in any year 
to administer justice. The most it can do 
is to tell the house what the amount 
needed for that purpose is likely to 
h>) under normal circumstances. No 
government can possibly anticipate

for the Trail Creek district, and accepts 
the statement that thirteen mines are 
now in a position to ship, and that forty 
others may become shippers during the 
present year. Figuring from a basis of 
thirteen mines shipping on an average 
100 tons a day at an average of £20 per 
ton, the Globe makes the possible out- 
put of the Trail Creek district $2(5,000 in 
gold per day or a total of between $|),000,- 
000 and $10,000,000 a year. This output 
it thinks ought to be doubled or trebled 
by 1900. Wo do not think conservative 
men will regard these figures as extrava^ 
gant, especially if the cost of treatment 
is materially reduced as it now seems 
likelv to be. 



TntE by-elections for the local legisla- 
ture in New Brunswick show a marked 
disposition on the part of the people of 
that province to keep dominion politics 
out of local affairs. As a matter of fact 
local politics are little else than a matter 
of good business management, and it is 
difficult to see what good can come o 
running them on dominion lines in any 
province. The experience of Newliruns 
wick is a strong argument in favor of 
keeping the two things distinct.

INSTANTANKOUSLY KILLED. 

Qunrryman Joseph Abrams the Victim of a 
Fatal Accident at the New 
Post Office. 

Just as the men employed about the 
new post ollice buildings were about to 
knock off work at 5 o'clock last evening, 
an accident occurred the most serious 
and lamentable since construction be- 
gan. Joseph Abrams, a quarryman, 
who was engaged in cutting sandstone 
in one of the sheds, was the unfortunate 
victim. He had only finished cutting 
into large squares a huge stone that lay 
on a truck beneath the saw, a foot or two 
above ground, and had turned his back 
to his work just in time to receive a 
blow from a big slab that, toppling over, 
crushed him to the earth. 

Those about who saw the accident hur- 
ried to extricate him from under the 
heavy weight, but Abrams was dead, 
lie had been killed instantaneously. 

Several doctors were summoned with- 
out delay, but Dr. Crompton was first on 
the scene, and described the chief in- 
juries as a broken spinal bone. Owing 
to the doctor being on the spot a post 
mortem on the remains will not be 
necessitated, hut an inquest touching 
the death will be held this afternoon. 
Soon after the accident the body was 
conveyed to Hanna's undertaking rooms 
where it will remain, it is understood, 
until this formality is disposed of. 

The deceased was unmarried, a Scotch- 
man by birth, and has been employed 
on the buildings since work on them 
commenced. He was a young man and 
is not known to have any relatives in 
this province. For a time lie was fore- 
man in the Haddington island quarry 
and previously worked in Vancouver.

Angus Galbraith, of the 
same school, requested a raise of salary 
for similar reasons. Inasmuch as the 
new salary lists will not be ell'ective for 
Borne time both communications were 
left for consideration at the next meeting 
of the board. 

City Clerk Dowler wrota acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of the estimates, which 
have been referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 

In reply to a communication from 
City Clerk Glover, of Now Westminster, 
asking if there had been any changes in 
the salaries of the Victoria school teach- 
ers, the secretary was instructed to write 
giving the desired information. 

Bills to the amount of $412.05 were re- 
ferred to the finance committee, and a 
report from the supply committee was 
received and adopted. 

Trustee Hall moved that a commit- 
tee be appointed to inquire into the 
method now in vogue for the supply of 
pens and ink, and his motion being ap- 
proved of Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Jenkins 
were selected to form the committee. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant remarked that 
she had heard coni plaints in regard to 
the had ventilation in the Soutii Park 
school. 

Trustee McMicking had also received 
information on the same subject from 
different sources. 

The Chairman, however, thought if 
bad ventilation existed it was due either 
to the teacher or janitor not complying 
with the regulatins in regard to heating 
the school. He thought a fire in the 
building on Saturdays aad Sundays 
would dispose of the trouble, but ac- 
cording to the regulations the windows 
were not to be opened. 

(in this Mrs. Grant shrugged her 
shoulderB but made no comment and 
the matter was left, Trustee McMicking 
promising to visit the school and inves- 
tigate the cause of the complaints. 

In reference to the appointment of an 
inspector of schools whose duties would 
he distributed between the four coastal 
ciiies'ii : he province, Trustee McMick- 
ing moved that the secretary be in- 
structed to write to the different trustee 
boards for the purpose of obtaining their 
views on the question of engaging such 
an officer. Mrs. Jenkins seconded the 
motion and it was carried unanimously. 

The mover had still another motion to 
put and that was that the old Rock Pay, 
James Bay and Hillside school sites, 
which he inderatood were being held in 
trust by the city, be referred to the com- 
mittee on legislation to make inquiries 
about and to report upon. The 
motion passing, Trustee McMicking 
drew the attention of the board to 
some trivial complaint lodged against 
the principal of the North Ward school 
in regard to a pupil named Salt, which 
lie promised to inquire into. 

Trustee Hall spoke in favor of high- 
er education in the lower schools and of 
making children attending the High 
school pay a tuition fee. If the board 
was agreed on the matter, it could con- 
fer with other boards and with their co- 
operation the question could lie laid be- 
fore the council of public instruction, 
and in view of no action being taken 
they could appeal to the legislature. 

This matter, the chairman, explained, 
had received considerable attention last 
year, but nothing very much had been 
accomplished, and the subject dropped.

B. C. Full Court Decides the Coal 
Mines Regulations Act to 
Be Constitutional. 



Judgments of Justices Walkcm and 
Brake, in Which Mr. Justice 
McColl Concurs. 



The question aa to whether the Coai 
Mines Regulation Act, 1890, is constitu- 
tional was yesterday decided in the 
affirmative by the Full Court of British 
Columbia. This act prohibits the em 
ployment of Chinamen underground in 
coal mines, and the question being raised 
as to the power of the province to make 
such a restriction the matter was argued 
before the full court. Justices AY'nlkem 
and Drake yesterday gave written judg- 
ments with which Mr. Justice McColl 
concurred. 

In this judgment Mr. Justice Walkem 
eaid : 

"The question referred to this court 
by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council is as to whether the Coal 
Mines Regulation Amendment Act, 1S90, 
is constitutional or not. The act con- 
sists of two short clauses, namely, the 
short title clause and the clause im- 
peached, which is ub follows: 

" Section 4 of the Coal Mines Regula- 
tion Act is hereby amended by inserting 
between the words 'age' and 'shall' 
on the second line the words ' and no 
Chinaman.' 

" With the amendment, as shown in 
brackets, section 1 will read thus : 

"4. No boy under the age of twelve 
years, and no woman or girl of any age 
(and no Chinaman), shall be employed 
in, or allowed to be for the purpose of 
employment in, any mine to which the 
act applies, below ground. 

"Thus the employment under ground 
of any of the persons specified is prohi- 
bited. Part only of this prohibition is 
objected to, viz., that referring to China- 
men. The objection is based on two 
constitutional grounds, viz., that the 
prohibition trenches upon the ' Regula- 
tion of Trade and Commerce,' and also 
deals with 'aliens ' — two matters assign- 
ed to the control of the Dominion by 
section 91 (sub-section 2, 25) of the B. N. 
A. act. 

" With respect to the first ground, it 
is said that the exclusion of Chinamen 
is not only unjust and oppressive in their 
case, but is equally so in the case of 
mine-owners, as it materially lessens 
competition in labor, and thereby in- 
creases the expense of the production of 
their coal, thus, in a measure, regulating 
its price, and to that extent interfering 
with it as a trade or business. 

" The exclusion of the women and 
boys, although not complained of, would 
obviously, be open to the same objection. 
Tne exclusion of women is in their in- 
terests, as it is evidently done on moral 
grounds; and the exclusion of boys is for 
their benefit on account of their youth, 
as well as for the protection of others 
who might suffer from their inexperience. 
Sections 5 to 19 show this to be the case, 
for they place a limit on the Somen's 
working hours above ground, (where 
they may be employed), eo as to Bave 
them from being over-worked, and fix a 
scale of working hours for boys of vary- 
ing ages between twelve and eighteen ; 
and, moreover, define the class of work 
which the latter may or may not be 
put to. 

" Section 97 consist! of thirty-five 
rules, intended for the protection of life 
and property, such as ruk'B regulating 
ventilation, fencing, signalling, blasting 
and other matters ; and, amongst them, 
rule 34 provides that, ' No Chinaman, or 
person unable to speak English, Bhall be 
appointed to, or shall occupy any posi- 
tion of trust or responsibility in or about 
a mine subject to this act, whereby 
through his ignorance, carelessness or 
negligence, he might endanger the life 
or limb of any person employed in or 
about a mine, viz., as banksman, onset- 
ter, signalman, brakesman, pointsman, 
furnaceman, engineer, or to be employ- 
ed at the windlass of a sinking pit.' 

" This is the only enactment, save 
that under discussion, where Chinamen 
are specially mentioned ; and I refer to 
it, as well as to sections 5 to 19, as af- 
fording some explanation of the reasons 
of the legislature for prohibiting China- 
men from being employed below ground. 
There are also other sections of the 
act, from section SO onwards, which pro- 
vide for the adoption by any mine pro- 
prietor of what are termed ' special 
rules,' after they have been posted up in 
a conspicuous place, and approved of, in 
amended form or otherwise, by the 
miners, and sanctioned by the govern- 
ment inspector. As a matter of noto- 
riety, exceedingly few Chinese laborers 
understand English, and this may ac- 
count for Chinamen being bracketed in 
rule Si with person's ' who do not Bpeak 
English.' Special rules would, there- 
fore, be unintelligible to them ; and any 
orders or warnings requiring instant at- 
tention, by reason, for instance, of dan- 
ger, would be equally bo. 

" In construing the enactment under 
discussion I must bo guided by the fore- 
going sections as they are part of 
the principal act in which that enact- 
ment has been incorporated. ' It is be- 
yond dispute,' observes Lord Herschell, 
in Colquhon v. Brooks, 11 Appeal Cases, 
at page 500, ' that we are entitled, and 
indeed bound, when construing the 
terms of any provision found in a stat- 
ute, to consider any other parts of the 
act which throw light upon the intention 
of the legislature, and which may serve 
to show that the particular provision 
ought not to be construed as it would be 
if considered alone and apart from the 
rest of the act.' 

" Rule 34 is, aB 1 have Baid, Jone of a 
group of 35 rules which are designed to 
protect life and property; and the pres- 
ent impeached provision, as well as the 
section which it amends, and the 14 sec- 
tions which follow, are apparently regu- 
lations in the same direction. 

"Admitting, for the sake of argument, 
t hat any one of them is unjust and op- 
pressive, that is no ground for declaring 
the act in question invalid if the subject 
matter iB within the jurisdiction of the 
legislature. A court cannot ' declare 
(I am quoting from Cooley's Constitu- 
tional Limitations, chapter 7, section 4 
a statute unconstitutional and void sole- 
ly on the ground of unjust and oppres- 
sive provisions.' 

"The act in question comes within 



subsections 13 and 1G of section 02 of the 

B. N. A. Act, by which the legislature is 
empowered to ' exclusively make laws 
in relation to • • • " 13.. Property 
and civil rights in' the province; and 16, 
generally all matters of a merely local or 
private nature in the province.' 

'"The object of the British North 
America Act,' aa Lord Watson points 
out in the case of the Liquidators of the 
Maritime Bank of Canada v. Receiver- 
General of New Brunswick, 01, L.J., P. 

C, at page 77, ' was neither to weld the 
provinces into one, nor to subordinate 
provincial governments to a central au- 
thority, but to create a federal govern- 
ment in which they Bhould all be repre- 
sented, entrusted with the exclusive ad- 
ministration of affairs in which they 
had a common interest, each province 
retaining its independence and au- 
tonomy.' 

"What possible 'common interest' 
could the other provinces have with us 
in a set of coal mining regulations bucIi 
as those before us? And yet it is only 
that common interest which would give 
them a federal character. Mining regu- 
lations, whether for gold or coal, must 
be merely a matter of local concern. 

"The contention with respect to the 
impeached regulation is, in effect, that 
the Dominion parliament can alone pro- 
hibit an alien from working at any par- 
ticular place in a coal mine here, or 
holding any of the positions, such as 
that of signalman, banksman, etc., that 
are mentioned in Rule 34, aa such a pro- 
hibition would, in an indirect way, be a 
regulation of trade and commerce, inas- 
much as it would trench on that sub- 
ject. 

" The meaning of the term ' regulation 
of trade and commerce ' ia explained in 
the Citizens' Insurance Company vs. 
Parsons, 1 Cart., at page 278, (or 7 App. 
Cas. 96), to be a term which ' would in- 
clude political arrangements in regard to 
trade requiring tho sanction pi 
parliament, regulation of trade in 
matters of inter-provincial concern, and 

a general regulation of 

trade affecting the whole Dominion . 
. . . but not . . . the power to 
regulate the contracts of a particular 1 
business or trade in any province so as 
to CQiillict or compete with the power 
over property aud civil ' righta,' or mat- 
ters of a merely local nature, ' assigned 
to the provincial legislatures.' 

" This would seem to settle the ques- 
tion ; for the employment of laborers or 
others in the mines is necessarily a mat- 
ter of contract, and therefore a matter 
which, in view of the above authority, 
is under the jurisdiction of the provin- 
cial legislature. 

" We have a Pharmacy Act on our 
statute book, and there is one of some- 
what similar scope in the province of 
Quebec. Both acts restrict the right of 
selling drugs to personB possessing cer- 
tain specified qualifications. To some 
extent this restriction must necessarily 
affecj trade and commerce; yet, when, 
on that ground, the constitutionality ot 
the Quebec Act was questioned, the Act 
was upheld, on the ground that it did 
not deal directly with trade aud com- 
merce, but with pharmacy, which was n 
matter of local nature, involving civil 
rights. Bennett vs. Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation of Quebec, 2 Cart., 251. 

"The case of the Citizens' Insurance 
Company, and that of Russell vs.. the 
Queen, 7 App. Cas. S29, illustrate the 
principle ' that subjects which in one as- 
pect and for one purpose fall within sec- 
tion 92, may, in another aapect and for 
another purpose, fall within section 91.' 
See Hodge vs. the Queen, 9 App. CaB. 
117. In thi6 last caBe it was also held 
that in relation to the subjects enumer- 
ated in in section 92, the provincial leg- 
islature has 'authority as plenary and 
as ample . ■ . . " as the imperial 
parliament in the ' plenitude of its pow- 
ers ' possesses, 'within these lim- 
its of subjects and area, the lo- 
cal legislature is supreme and has 
the same authority ns the im- 
perial parliament, or the parliament 
of the Dominion.' With the same limits 
the legislation of each pioviuce contin- 
ues to be free from the control of the 
Dominion and as supreme as it was be- 
fore confederation, as stated by Lord 
Bank of Canada, supra. 

The case of the Quebec Pharmacy 
Act which I have referred to, is an in- 
stance, as I have pointed out, of provin- 
cial legislation trenching upon a subject 
assigned to the Dominion j and Vplin v. 
Langlois, 1 Cart., at page 177, is an in- 
stance of the converse, that is to say, of 
Dominion legislation on a subject or mat- 
ter reserved to the provinces, viz., pro- 
edure in civil matters in our courts. 
Numerous instances are given in that 
case, in the judgment of Ritchie, C.J. 
of -Dominion legislation upon subjects 
within its control, in which rules of civil 
procedure are enacted to meet the exig 
eneies of the case. The legislation as to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, which, as 
an inter-provincial line, is under the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion parliament 
includes a system of civil procedure 
which is to apply throughout the several 
provinces of the Dominion in any litiga- 
tion which the railway company may be 
involved in. The principle upon which 
these encroachments of jurisdiction by 
both legislatures are permitted is that 
when an act such, for instance, as the 
B.N. A. act, ' confers a jurisdiction, it im- 
pliedly grants also the power of doing all 
such acts or employing such means aB 
are essentially neceesary to its exe 
tion.' (Maxwell on Stats., 2nd Ed., 
433.) 

" In the case of the Attorney-General 
of Ontario v. Attorney-General of tl 
Dominion (1894), A.C., 192, counsel for 
the plaintiff, Mr. Blake, in the course of 
his argument, accurately and concisely 
sums up in five propositions the result 
of the decisions of the privy council in 
the cases I have referred to, and in the 
cases of the Rank of Toronto v. Lam be, 
12 App. Cas. 575; L'Uunion St. Jacques 
de Montreal v. Belisle, L. R. (i, P. C. 31 . 
and Cashing v. Dnpny, 5 App. Cas., 409, 
namely : 

" ' 1. The presumption is in favor of 
an enactment. 

"'2. The enactment should be con- 
Bti ued aB to bring it within the legiela- 
tive authority. (McLeod v. Govern- 
ment of New South Wales, 1891, A. C 
455. 

"'3. The true nature of the construc- 
tion of the enactment must bo deter- 
mined in order to ascertain if the sub- 
ject falls within section 92, and if so, 
whether the court is compelled by sec- 
tion 91 or other sections to cut down the 
full meaning of section 02 so that it shall 
not include the subject of the impugned 
act. 

" ' 5. Subjects which in one aspect fall 
within section 02, may, in another aspect 
and for another purpose, fall within 
section 91.' 

" Applying the passage winch I have 
quoted from Hodge v. the Queen to the 



present case, the legislature could, in my 
opinion, if it had been considered ex- 
pedient so to do, have excluded any par- 
ticular class of British subjects" from 
working in the mines, for instance, non- 
residents of the district in which the 
mine is situated. A fortiori, it could 
have excluded aliens, as it has done. If 
it could not do so, it would not have the 
plenary powers ascribed to it in the 
Hodge's case. 

" A treaty between China and Great 
Britain was spoken of by Mr. Pooley, 
but. was not produced. If one exists "it 
cannot affect this question. Inasmuch 
as it is impossible to conceive the status 
of a Chinaman in any of the British 
possessions has been placed by it on a 
higher plane than that occupied by a 
British subject. 

" The Dominion Naturalization Act, 
Cap. 113, Rev. Stat. Can., is the only 
authority we have before us with re- 
spect to aliens. And in section 3 it 
states that an alien may acquire and 
hold real and personal property and dis- 
pose of it in all respects as if he wero a 
British subject; 'but nothing in this sec 
tion shall qualify an alien for any office, 
or any municipal, parliamentary orothor 
franchise; nor shall anything therein 
entitle an alien to any right or privilege 
as a British subject, except such, rights 
and privileges in respect of property as 
are hereby expressly conferred upon 
him.' 

" The section, although liberal, clear- 
ly shows that aliens in Canada are 
not placed on the same footing as Brit- 
ish subjects. In this province they are 
prohibited from acquiring crown lands 
by pre-emption, from voting for or be- 
coming members of the legislative as 
sembly, and from being members of the 
legal profession. These circumstances 
are, of course, no authority one - way or 
the other on the question before us; hut, 
as Ritchie, C.J., observes in Vahn vs 
Langlois, this class of legislation is evi- 
dence of the opinion of the legislature on 
questions affecting aliens. 

" It will bo observed that section 3 of 
the Naturalization Aut merely states 
that it is not to be construed as giving 
aliens rights of office or franchise. It 
in effect, leaves the province free to 
deal with these rights. See Attorney 
General of Ontario vs. Attorney-General 
of Canada (1894), A. C. 192. The ob- 
ject of the act before us is to regulate the 
working of coal mines, and not to do- 
fine the rights or disabilities of aliens 
The latter subject as dealt with fn the 
act, is merely incidental to the main 
object in view. In my opinion the act 
is within the competence of the Lecis 
lature." 

Mr. Justice Drake's judgment was as 
follows : 

"The question submitted to the court 
is whether the restriction against the 
employment of Chinamen undergrouni 
in coal mines is within the legislative 
authority of the province. The argu 
ment against; its validity was presented 
under different heads: 1, as being an in- 
terference with the righta of aliens ; 2, aa 
an interference with trade and com 
merce; 3, claea legislation ; and 4, infrac- 
tion of British treaties. 

"It is necessary to examine the act in 
which this restriction appears. The act 
is one making regulations with reBpect 
to coal mines and miners, and is divided 
into parts under different captions. In 
the first part we find regulations 
regarding the employment of womeu 
young persons and children then regula- 
tions as to the payment of wages, the 
constructions of Bhafts and so on. The 
act is strictly confined to regulating the 
manner in which coal mines are to bo 
worked, in the intarests of the employes 
and their protection, as the occupation 
of a miner is one of danger and risk. 

" The first portion of the act is tl 
one with which we are concerned, se 
tion 3 prohibits the employment of boys 
under twelve years of age in or about a 
mine; section 4 prohibits the employ- 
ment of women and girls and and also 
Chinamen below ground ; sections 0, 6, 
7 and 8 regulate the hours of labor for 
boys, women and young persons. Every 
one of these sections in soma sense 
affects trade and commerce, but they are 
not thereby ultra vires — the protection 
of women and children is a sub 
ject which every legislature is entitled 
to control, untii such .time as the Do 
minion parliament passes a law npplica 
ble to the whole Dominion. This pro- 
tection is of dual character, in one eense 
it protects the women and children from 
being employed in work unsuited to 
their powers and sex, aud in the other 
it protects the miners from the risk aris- 
ing from the wantof Bkill and knowledge 
of persons employed with them in a dan- 
gerous occupation. The legislature has 
thought fit to place Chinamen in the 
same category, the reason of which is not 
obvious, for they are as able and aB well 
fitted to worked a mine below ground as 
men of another nationality — tile restric- 
tion apparently was imposed on the 
ground that, by the employment of Chi- 
nese, the wages of the white laborer 
were reduced, and that involves 
tho larger question of right ot 
employer and employe of absoluto 
freedom of contract, it is a 
clear principle of law that the employer 
of labor, may engage whom he pleases, 
and an an employe is free to contract 
for his labor, with whom and at what 
rate, and upon what tonus he chooses, 
But the legislature has imposed a re- 
striction on this fredom of contract, a 
restriction which may be supported on 
tho ground that it deals with property 
and civil rights and ia a merely local 
mattor. Property and civil rights, the 
Privy Council (in the Citizens' Insurance 
Co. v. Parsons, 1 Cart., 274), held, were 
sufficiently large to embrace in their fair 
and ordinary meaning rights arising 
from contracts not included in Section 
91. But if this is a matter effecting 
property and civil rights, then only so 
far as tho Dominion legislature has not 
under cognate powers affected the rights 
of the province, the province can legis- 
late. The Dominion under tho 
Naturalization Act, Chap 113, Con, 
Acts of 1888, baa exercised a 
partial control over the rights of 
aliens, by declaring that their- 
rights to real and personal property 
shall be as free and unfettered as if they 
wero natural born British subjects, and 
a naturalized alien shall, in Canada, be 
entitled to all political rights, powers 
privileges of a natural born British sub- 
ject. This partial control does not, how- 
over, overlap the rights ol the provincial 
legislature to deal with the subject as to 
who shall not bo employed underground 
in a coal mine. What the meaning of 
the language used in the acts, or how it 
's to be construed, is not before us, but 
with regard to the question whether this 
an infringement of the Dominion 
rights to deal with trade ana commerce. 
The Privy Council in tho Citizens In- 
surance Co. v. Parsons, supra, laid down

tho principle upon which- the words 
" regulation of trade and commerce " 
are to be construed. They luean 
political engagements aa _ re- 
gards foreign trade, regal at ion a 
of trade in matters of inter-provincial 
concern or general regulations affecting 
the whole Dominion, but do not include 
tho power to regulate contracts of a par- 
ticular business or trade. Tho subject 
was considered in Bennett vs. Pharma- 
ceutical Association of Quebec, 2 Curt, 
at para. 265, Dovion, C.J., said: "The 
determining of the age or of other quali- 
fications required by those residing in 
the province to exercise certain profes- 
sions of certain branches of business at- 
tended with danger or risk to the public 
are local subjects in tho nature of in- 
ternal police regulations and in passing 
laws upon those subjects, even if those 
laws incidentally affect trade and com- 
merce, it must be held that this inci- 
dental power is included in the right to 
deal with the subjects specially placed 
under their control." Applying these 
principles to the present case, we must 
come to the conclusion that this is not a 
case affecting trade and commerce, but a 
question of property and civil rights and 
regulations of a particular business 
hitherto untouched by the Dominion 
legislation. The cases eited by Mr. 
I'ooley are R. v. Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, B.C., R. I. 331, R. v. Wing 
Chong, same vol. part 2, p. 150, and Tai 
Sing v. Maguire, same vol. p. 101, all 
turned on tiie subject of special taxation 
imposed on the Chinese, and although 
incidentally the powers of the provincial 
and Dominion legislature were dis- 
cussed, the points decided are no guide 
to the present case. The question of 
how far treaty rights are involved in this 
legislature was not argued and we were 
not referred to any treaties alleged to 
have been violated — we must therefore 
consider that no such objection exists. 
Under the circumstances 1 am of opin- 
ion that the question put to ub must be 
answered in the affirmative." .

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U.S. SENATE AMENDMENTS. 

ir the Anglo-American Treaty Be Wrecked 
International Relations Will Be 
■ Worse Than Ever. 

London, Feb. 3.— The Daily Chronicle, 
in an editorial, claims that the amend- 
ments to the Anglo-American arbitration 
treaty, reported in the United States 
senate from the committee on foreign 
affiurs, are even worse than exacted. 
Says the Chronicle in concluding the 
editorial : "The amendments would make 
the treaty a mere husk. If the United 
States senate succeeds in wrecking the 
Anglo-American treaty the relations of 
all nations will be worse than if a word 
of arbitration had never been mentioned. 
England can, however, do nothing fur- 
ther. There is cnly one thing additional 
we should like to see in this particular 
and that is a manifesto in favor of the 
treaty signed by every minister of reli- 
gion in both countries. If some of our 
American contemporaries would under- 
take to get the signatures of the Ameri- 
can clergy the Chronicle would answer 
for the British clergy. Then the United 
States senate would be able to see the 
position it really occupies." 

The Standard in an editorial upon the 
amendments to the Anglo-American ar- 
bitration treaty pays : "The treatment 
of the Anglo-American arbitration treaty 
by the United States senate is significant 
evidence of the dangerous vitality of 
jingoism among the leading American 
politicians." 

Commenting editorially upon the am- 
endments proposed by the foreign affaire 
committee of the United States senate, 
the Daily News says: "Tho amend- 
ments to the Anglo-American treaty by 
the United States senate were clearly 
made with the view of amending the 
treaty out of existence. It would be 
curious if the Venezuelan arbitration 
proceedings were adopted and the Anglo- 
American treaty rejected. In that case 
the American zeal for arbitration would 
appear decidedly altruistic. The Amer- 
icans would love it as something good 
for others, but not for themselves. 

Paris, Feb. 3.— The Journal Des De- 
bates and TempB comment upon " the 
destructive effect " of the amendments 
to the Anglo-American arbitration treaty 
proposed by the senate committee on 
foreign affairs. '

> t ew YoitK, Feb. 3. — To-day's dealings 
on the stock exchange were of only mod- 
erate volume, but showed a broadening 
tendency, and there was a net gain of a 
fraction generally throughout the list.

TEACHING OF PATRIOTISM. 

To the Editor:—! enclose a cutting 
from the Times (London), which I ask 
you to publish, with tho hope that the 
suggestions made by Lord Jleath may 
commend themselves to our school 
trustees as being worthy of adoption, 
at any ho far as thoso relating to the 
Union Jack are concerned. In these 
days of leaeues — " Imperial Federation, " 
" United Empire," "Fair-Trade," and 
"Navy" — and the strenuous ellbrts 
which they imply, it will be 
well to keep before the eyes 
and in the minds of the young, 
the symbol of our united faitti, under 
which such heroic deeds have been done 
in all parts of the empire owning the 
sway of our beloved Queen. The crosses 
of St. George, St. Andrew's and St. Pat- 
rick, bo united in one flag, have not only 
been a terror to our enemies, but have 
been, and still are, a pledge to all the 
world that, under its folds, liberty and 
justice to all, white or colored, are assur- 
ed. President Andrew Jackson of the 
United States, eloquently and pithily 
describes its ubiguitousness, and his de- 
scription may pardonably bring a fhifch 
of pride to all British aubjects, 

" The flag of England waves on every 
sea and in every port, and the morning 
drum-beat of her soldiers, following the 
sun and keeping company with the 
hours, circles the earth with one contin- 
uous strain of the martial airs of Eng- 
land." 

The cutting is headed "The Teaching 
of Patriotism." It reads: "The E irl 
of Meath suggests that a special effort 
should this year he made to include the 
teaching of loyalty and of patriotism in 
our system of national education, and to 
show the rising generation that the love 
of Queen and of country is no mere idle 
sentiment, If sentiment be steadied by 
knowledge, we need not fear lest 
patriotism should degenerate into 
jingoian. Some such text-books 
as Mr. Arnold-Foster's ' Citizen 
Reader " should be placed in the hands 
of all British children, and every school 
department should be supplied with a 
portrait of the Sovereign and a Union 
Jack. The latter should hang week by 
week over the class which has distin- 
guished itself the moat during the past 
seven days. In schools where this ex- 
periment has been tried the kecnost 
competition has arisen among; the schol- 
ars for the honor of becoming the tem- 
porary custodians of the national llagt 
Finally, the anniversary of the Queen's 
accession should be made a universal 
school holiday, the scholars meeting in 
the morning at the school-house to sing 
the national anthem and to salute the 
flag." . ' B. W. PuAitsic.

With the 
improved apparatus now being intro- 
duced, old Williams creek will probably 
yield $'25,000,000 more. We are not look- 
ing for a rush in the spring, but we do 
anticipate steady and satisfactory immi- 
gration as our advantages become more 
and more uenerally recognized." 

Mr. Harry H. Collier, editor of the 
Pacific Poultryman, published at Ta- 
coma, spent last evening in Victoria on 
his way to the Nanaimo show. Mr. 
Collier is an authority on the bird that 
lays the eggs, and says that great inter- 
est is taken by the Sound fanciers in all 
exhibitions arranged by their brethren 
on this side of the line. The Nanaimo 
show has, however, been poorly adver- 
tised, and very little definite informa- 
tion concerning it has in consequence 
reached the l'uget Sound cities.

Then when the 
first note of " Ah fors e lui " was raised, 
a sudden stillness came upon the people, 
for they were loth to lose one sound of 
that marvellous voice that rose and 
fell in a flood of sweet sounds. 
The theatre was crowded from orchestra 
to gallery, and many who hb a usual 
tiling are to bo found in the stalls had 
to content themseives in ttie elevated 
seats of the gods. 

Madame Albani first opened in the 
aria " Ah tors e lin " from Verdi's Trav- 
iata, and when the last sweet sounds 
had ceased the shouts and hand clapping 
were deafening.

" Albani," and " Encore," were so per- 
sistent that she came back, and the 
piano struck up the firBt notes of 
" Home, Sweet Home." That fetched 
the house again, and more applause 
broke out. Albani sang the good old 
song as few there had heard it sung be- 
fore. 

The opening number was a duo for 
violin and piano, Sonata Op. S (Oreig), 
by Miss Beatrice Langley and Signor 
Sepilli and by the way the marvellous 
accompaniments of Signor Sepilli were 
one remarkable feature of the evening. 
The first piece did not wake the people 
up much, but Miss Langley had her turn 
later in the evening, when her violin 
solo " All Ungherese," Wilhelmj, 
brought a most emphatic encore. It 
may be mentioned that Miss Langley is 
a pupil of Wilhelmj and consequently 
that has something to do with her 
marked ability in playing his music. Her 
encore piece was Wilhelmj's arrangement 
of Bach's aria for the G string, which 
certainly was her gem. Mies Langley 
has a rare talent as a violinist and a 
delightful delieacy of touch combined 
with a firmness that brings out the best 
of her instrument. Instead of " Parlate 
d'Amor," Mr. Braxton Smith sang BI11- 
menthal's " Good Night," and as an en- 
core "I'll sing you a song of Araby." 
He has a reputation in England of being 
second as a tenor only to Lloyd and cer- 
tainly is wonderful. Mr. Smith has few- 
equals. The duet by Mr. Smith and 
Miss Beverley Robinson was one of the 
brightest and most charming pieces 
of the evening, Mies Robinson, 
who is the daughter of a for- 
mer Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario, 
sung " Noble Signor," from Les Hugen- 
ots, the clear, bird-like quality of her 
voice, especially in the upper notes, be- 
ing very Bweet. " Spring is here " she 
sang in response to an encore. 

When Mr. Lempriere Pringle came on 
the stage his very appearance prepared 
evervone for the big, full, rich bass he 
lifted up in " The Toreador " song from 
Carmen. He seemed friends at once 
with everyone and the applause that 
came was spontaneous and hearty. He 
returned the acknowledgment by a treat 
in the fine old drinking song "In Cellar 
Cool," the last "drinking " going away 
down somewhere below the foundations, 
so deep was it. 

This wound up the first part of the 
programme and then came a little treat 
in the shape of grand opera— the garden 
scene from the third act and the prison 
scene from the fifth act of "Faust," 
with the accompaniment of scenery and 
the most splendid dresses. 

Madame Albani was Marguerite, Miss 
Robinson, Marta ; Mr. Pringle, Mephis- 
to; and Mr. Smith, Faust. Here 
Madame Albani was in her element and 
threw a wonderful pathos into her part. 
The prison scene, in contrast to the 
dainty coquetish singing in the jewel 
scene. Mr. Pringle has that exceptional 
quality of being a fine actor as well as a 
good singer. 

To-night the programme will be of a 
popular character, ballards and some of 
the lighter operatic airs, making a most 
attractive evening. The price of admis- 
sion, it may bo stated, has been reduced 
to fifty cents for the gallery tp-night.
